(i) To enquire into the existing structure of the com- 
mercial banking system having particular regard to 
size, dispersion and area of operation and to make 
recommendations for improving the structure; 

(ii) To make recommendations for extending the geo- 
graphical and functional coverage of the commercial 
banking system; 

(iil) To make recommendations for improving and 
modernising the operating methods and procedures 
and the management policies of commercial banks; 

(iv) To examine the cost and capital structure and to 
review the adequacy of available surplus and 
reserves, having regard to the developmental needs 
of the banking system and to make recommendations 
in the light of the findings; 

(v) To review the existing arrangements relating to 
recruitment, training and other relevant matters 
connected with manpower planning of bank person- 
nel and to make recommendations for building un 
requisite professional cadre of bank personnel at all 
levels of management; 

(vi) To review the working of cooperative banks and 
to make recommendations with a view to ensuring 
a coordinated development of commercial and co- 
operative banks, having regard, in particular, to (ii) 
above; 

(vii) To review the role of various classes of non-bank- 
ing financial intermediaries, to enquire into their 
structure and methods of operation, and recommend 
measures for their orderly growth; 

(viii) To review the working of the various classes of 
indigenous banking agencies such as multanles and 
shroffs, evaluate their utility in tho money market 
complex and to make recommendations in the light 
Of the findings; 

(lx) To review the existing legislative enactments relat- 
ing to commercial and cooperative banking; 

(x) To make recommendations on any other related 
subject matter as the Commission may consider 
germane to the subject of enquiry or on any related 
matter which may be specifically referred to the 
Commission by the Government. 

3. The Commission will have its headquarters at Bombay 
and will start functioning with effect from the 1st March, 

1969. It will devise its own procedure and may call for 
such information and take such evidence as it may consider 
necessary. The Ministries/Departments of the Government 
of India will furnish such, information and documents and 
render such assistance as may be required by the Commis- 
sion. The Reserve Bank will make available all relevant 
data which the Commission may need and organise such 
research and studies as the Commission may request The 
Reserve Bank will also assist the Commission in other ways 
including staffing, accommodation, transport facilities and the 
like.

ANNEXURE 


SI. Recommendations of the 
No. Committee 


1. The list of electrical equipment 
required for generation, trans- 
mission and distribution of elec- 
tric power compiled by the Com- 
mittee should be given wide publi- 
city through incorporation in the 
Import Trade Control Policy 
Book and dissemination to all 
authorities. 

2. The list of equipment should be 
scrutinised once every year and 
brought up to date in the light 
of the developments that would 
have taken place during the year. 

3. No import licence should be 
granted from any source for such 
of the equipments as are available 
indigenously for power projects 
including package deals and turn- 
key jobs without specific 
clearance from DGTD/CWPC. 

4. A Committee for indigenous 
clearance be set up to dispose of 
expeditiously request from actual 
users for the import of indigen- 
ously available items on grounds 
of protracted delivery, technical 
unsuitability or relatively higher 
prices. The Committee noted 
that there is considerable delay in 
deciding such issues leading to 
probable delay in the execution 
of projects. After the clearance 
by this Committee for import, 
the CW & PC be authorised to 
issue indigenous clearance direct- 
ly to CCI & E without further 
reference to the DGTD. 

5. The CW & PC may be autho- 
rised to give indigenous clearance 
without further reference to the 
DGTD for the import of such 
items as have been indicated as 
non-obtainable indigenously.

Constitution of a Panel for the Steel Forgings Industry 

No, 11(1) /67-EI{M ). — In view of the growing impor- 
tance of the role of the Steel Forgings Industry as a basic 
industry for the development of engineering industries and 
other industries such as automobiles, machine tools, agricul- 
tural machinery, earth moving equipment, mining equipment 
for Defence stores, rolling stock, etc., and in view of the need 
for making an effective assessment of tho requirement of steel 
forgings in greater detail and for correlating various efforts 
made in that field, it is considered necessary that the problems 
oi the industry should be kept under constant review by an 
expert advisory body. Government have, accordingly, decid- 
ed to constitute a Panel for the Steel Forgings Industry.
